The opening quote (and numerous others) decorated Hearst publica- 
tions just before the murder of McKinley. Boardman advocated murdering 
not just his enemies, but those connected with them as well, shortly 
before the Kennedy and following assassinations took place. His 
reasoning was the same — the right of 'revolut ion of oppressed peoples, 

Hearst believed in a primitive sort of socialism, while Boardman 
believes in a primitive variety of Marxism socialist materialism, 

Hearst swallowed political garbage whole, and was politically 
highly irrational. Judge Boardman yourself: "The CIA . . may well 
have been invloved in the first Kennedy assassination, /Hut/, 
preposterous reports of its pervasiveness and insidiousness can be 
dismissed out of hand." That, believe it or not, is, as Boardman 
would say — SIC.

I960 pledge to leave the United States should Richard Nixon be elected 
president . . .?
